ready made show that the tree is in its 
p rime from its twenty fifth to its tldr 
tleth year. 
Fifteen hundred p ounds of

making sev enty fiv e p ound* the av erage 
weight from « me tree.

The Chicago InterOcean this morn­ 
ing gives nearly a column of space to 
a case prosecuted by Attorney Moritz 
Rosenthal, formerly of Dixon. That 
paper says 
In tho prosecution of a case similar 
to many in which State's Attorney 
Deneen and the officials of his office 
have failed ignominiously, Attorney 
Moritz Rosenthal, acting practically 
single-handed 
as 
special 
counsel 
for the 
state, 
yesterday achieved 
success when a inry In Judge Smith's 
court sentenced James Sammons and 
John Lynch to death and Hugh Reilly 
to imprisonment for life for the mur­ 
der of Patrick 
Barrett in a saloon 
hold-up on the night of May 1H last. 
Because Barrett, who was the owner 
of the saloon, refused to give up his 
property without a struggle he was 
shot dead behind his bar. 
Because 
they were unwilling to intrust the 
prosecution of the murderes to tin 
stat e’s attorney’s office, In view of the 
astounding revelations of corruption 
and rank incapability recently brought 
to light in connection with the hand­ 
ling of criminal oases by its officials, 
members of 
the 
murdered 
man’s 
family enlisted the services of Attor­ 
ney Rosenthal in their light for legal 
retribution. The result of the case is 
looked upon as a sweeping vindication 
of the criticisms and charges which 
have been leveled from every side at 
t he state’s attorney’s office in the past 
three weeks. 
Th e trial of Sam m ons, Lyn ch and 
R eilly for the m urder of B a rre tt Is the 
tirst crim inal case for some tim e not 
conducted e n tirely by the sta te ’s a t­ 
to rn ey’s office, and it Is one of the tirst 
crim inal cases In 
the same tim e in 
w hich the unconditional verdict and 
sentence of g u ilty and death have been 


returned. 
in sum m ing up A tto rn ey Rosenthal 
told the jury th a t the prisoners were 
g u ilty beyond 
the possibility 
of a 
doubt 
He conducted the 
prosecu­ 
tion 
relentlessly from beginning to 
end. 
H e swept away every vestige of 
their defense and declared that, in 
addition to the fact of their guilt in 
this case, the prisoners were the most 
dangerous criminals known to the Chi­ 
cago police, the ear-barn murderers 
not excepted,
